THE ARBITRATION ACT. 


The fall text of the act of October 1, 


1888, providing for the settlement of 
controversies between railroad compa- 
n-68 and their employes is printed in 
the JOURNAL. It provides that when- 
ever difference* arise between railroad 
or other transportation companies and 
their employes, which may hinder or 
obstruct such transportation, if, apon 
the written proposition of either party 
to the controversy to submit their dif- 
ferences to arbitration, the other party 
shall accept, each shall select and ap- 
point one person, and the two thus 
selected shall select a thn*d, all of 
whom shall ba citizens of the United 
Stf Les and wholly impartial and disin- 
terested, and tho three persons so 
selected shall constitute a Board of 
Arbitration, with the duties, powers 
and privileges set forth in the act. 


The act further provides that the 


President may select two Commission- 
ers, one of whom at least shall be a 
resident or the State or Territory in 
which tho controversy arises, who, with 
the Commissioner of Labor, shall con- 
stitute a temporary commission for the 
purpose of examining tho causes of tho 
controversy, the conditions accompa- 
nying, and tho beat means of adjusting 
it. The services of the Commission 
may be tendered by t he President for 
the purpose of settling a controversy 
either upon his own motion, or upon 
the application of one of the par! ies to 
the controversy, or upon the applica- 
tion of the Executive of a State. 


The Commission, whether appointed 


by the disputants or by the President, 
has the power of a"court of justice, 
and may summon witnesses, and its 
decision is to be made public. 


Though subsequent legislation ap- 


propriated money to carry out the 
provisions of tho act, it has been a dead 
lettei on the statutes. Neither party 
to the controversies which have arisen 
between transportation companies and 
their employes have availed themselves 
of the opportunity which it affords to 
settle the differences by arbitration. 
The President, instead of appointing a 
Commission, as the la«v authorizes him 
to do, to examine the cause of the 
controversy and ascertain the best 
means of adjusting it, orders Federal 
troops to the scene of the controversy, 
without being asked to do so. The 
Governor of no State in which a differ- 
ence exists between transportation 
companies aad employes has applied to 
the President to appoint a Commission, 
and neither of the parties to the con- 
troversy has asked to have it done. 


Surely, in this enlightened age and 


under a government of, by and for the 
people, every possible method of set- 
tling differences between transporta- 
tion companies and their employes 
peaceably should be tried before resort- 
ing to the torch and arms. It seems as 
if those whose duty it is to know what 
laws are enacted are to blame for not 
endeavoring to effect a settlement of 
the present difficulties in the manner 
prescribed by the Arbitration act.

CONDEMNS 1UK 
OUTRAGE. 


A train left Sacramento for San Fran- 


cisco. It carried besides the trainmen a 
number of United States soldiers. The 
tniuoiea went of th3irown volition; 
tae soldiers because they were ordered. 
A few miles from Sacramento the train 
was wrecked, the rails having spread so 
the engine was derailed. The engineer 
and four soldiers who were riding on 
the engine were killed. 
Knox, the 


lender of the strikers at Sacramento, 
declares in behalf of the American Rail- 
way Union that the order had not the 
remotest connection with the disaster. 
He says the union condemns the act as 
outrageous and barbarous and en- 
tirely contrary to the spirit of the or- 
ganization, which he says is engaged in 
an honorable struggle in the interest 
of labor and opposed to violence or the 
sacrifice of human life. If the act was 
perpetrated by sympathisers, he says 
the union regrets it as it is calculated 
to injure rather than help the strikers. 


This from the leaders of the strikers 


ought to have a good effect. They can- 
not expect to win, especially whea 
life 
is 
destroyed. 
To mevit 
the 


respect and sympathy of the public the 
strikers (must keep within the law. It' 
tiny resort to force they will be met 
by force and the whole power of the 
Government will be used to crush 
thjm. They most rely on organization 
and their ability to dissuade by reason, 
not to prevent by force, others from 
taking their places. Order mustjpre- 
vail In the end, and persons 'who 
wantonly destroy iife and property 
must abide the consequences. 
As 


heretofore stated every act of violence 
committed on railroads ia sure to be 
.attributed to the strikers and it in 
therefore a duty which they owe to 
themselves to use every means in their 
power to prevent the destruction of 
railroad property. 


A CHICAGO dispatch states that the 


strike loaders have requested the em- 
ployes of the Pullman Company to ap- 
peal to Debs to call off the boycott on 
the ground of the great damage to the 
country, and that the Pullman em- 
ployes have consented to do so. If this 
report is confirmed, it -will end the 
big strike. 


EARTHQUAKES iu Turkey are destroy- 


ing many lives and much property. A 
tidal wave did great damage at points 
on the coast.

SAN FHA.NCISCO, July 12.—Since yes- 


terday's horrid work west of Sacra- 
mento the strike situation in Califor- 
nia has been less alarming. In Oak- 
land there has bnen rioting of more or 
less serious nature since early thip 
morning. Trouble began at daybreak 
when a mob of several hundred strikers 
rushed into the yards on the Mole. 
They killed all the locomotives that 
had been fired up and in order to 
further block the tracks derailed one 
locomotive and a long line of coaches. 
Later in the morniug another crowd of 
strikers ran into the yards and wrecked 
the turntable by throwing a heavy 
freight car into the pit. Damage was 
also done at the roundhouse. The 
railroad companies deputy Sheriffs 
and deputy U. S. Marshals offered very 
little resistance to the riotous strikers. 
Trouble on the Mole came to an end 
this evening when a force of 330 U. S. 
marines from Mare Island were landed 
there by the ferry steamer Alameda 
which transportad 
them from the 


navy yard. This force of marines is 
under the command of Lieutenant 
Commander William H. Keeder, ex- 
ecutive officer of the cruiser Charles- 
ton and is drawn from the crews of the 
Charleston, Monterey, Thetis and In- 
dependence. 
Their 
equipment 
in- 


cludes five gattling guns and several 
Hotchkiss cannon. Marines are to act 
under the direction of General Ruger 
and will be supported by a company 
of artillery from the Presidio. To- 
morrow under shelter of the fighting 
blue-jackets the railroad officials hope 
to resume traffic into and out of Oak- 
taud. 


At Sacramento conditions of martial 


law prevail. Mo trains are running 
there, however, and General Superin- 
tendent Fillmore stated this afternoon 
that no regular trains would be run 
before Saturday, by which time lie 
hopes to have repaired the track west 
of Sacramento. 


Wrecking crews are at work at tho 


trestle. At a late hour this afternoon 
the wrecker*) had not recovered the 
bodies of Engineer Clark and the three 
soldiers which lie in the water bonoath 
the wreck 


People nt Sacramento are practically 


living under military government.

Along the railroad iu the vicinity of 


yesterday's disaster cavalrymen and 
squads of infantry are scouring the 
tales and underbrush. Several sus- 
picious characters were found in hid- 
ing, and these have been arrested and 
put in the military guard-house at Sac- 
ramento. 


This morning it was reported that 


the strikers were preparing to de- 
molish the railroad bridge across the 
American river. A train bearing fifty 
regulars wab hastily dispatched. To 
avoid a disaster lika yesterday's two 
freight cars were pushed ahead of the 
locomotive. At 1 o'clock this afternoon 
the regulars returned with six prison- 
ers. The men had been found on the 
bridge. Though they were not strikers 
they were thrown into the guard-house. 


During the day several citizens were 


arrested. One was a striker who gross- 
ly insulted a private on picket duty. 
Another was a striker who forced his 
Way through picket lines. Other citi- 
zens were arrested for trival offenses 
against military law as laid down by 
Federal and State commanders. 


Militiamen on guard at the water 


front 
had several skirmishes with 


civilians. 


Spurred on by heavy rewards offered 


for the apprehension of the men 
responsible for yesterday's disaster at 
the trestle, the peace officers at Sac- 
ramento are uuuaaaUy nctive. The 
railroad company has offered a reward 


Oiney has 


offered $2,000 and Governor Markham 
has offered a reward of $500. 


The Sheriff's men are confidant that 


they have evidence to convict one of 
the men now in custody, a striker 
named Worden. A boy has been found 
who drove Worden and seven other 
men to the bridge where the train was 
wrecked. The boy declares that these 
men carried wrenches and a crowbar 
and that they were heavily armed. He 
says when the men left his wagon be- 
fore walking to the trestle they shut 
him in a boxcar on the sidetrack and 
warned him to stay there until they 
returned. 


It was not until the lad returned to 


the scence after the wreck that he 
realized what had been done. He posi- 
tively identifies Worden. Other arrests

WEST OAKLAND, July 12.—Rioting in 


Oakland; assault on yards just re- 
pulsed.

The Southern Pacific Company raised 


the blockade to-night without tlie aid 
of the sailors from Mare Island who 
remained ori the molo, but took no 
part iti the proceedings. The main 
track and yards arc now clear of all 
obstructions. To-morrow the trains, 
guarded by troops, will be run out. 


Charles Hall, one of the most prom- 


inent leaders of the strike here, was 
arrested to-night during the fight with 
the police He is charged with incit- 
ing a riot and was refused bail. The 
mob lost heart after thia and the work 
of clearing the tracks and yard of ob- 
structions continued without inter- 
ruption. 


The first conflict in Oakland between 


the strikers and police occurred about 
six o'clock thfs evening and the strik 
ers were worsted. Master Mechanic 
McKenzie started to clear the track 
when 300 strikers, attacked the engine 
but the force of deputy sheriffs kept 
them away. About 100 of them rushed 
to the railroad yards, where they en- 
countered Captain Wilson atid twenty 
police. There was some fierce fighting 
during which the strikers were knocked 
ri^ht unil left by clubs in the hands of 
oSBcars. The mob finally dispersed 
but trouble is feared later.

House that the President has promised 
to appoint an arbitration commission 
as loon as the disbnrbance in Chicago 
subsided so far as the strikers are 
responsible for them and the peace 
restored. 


CHICAGO, July 12.—At noon to-day 


union machinists joined in a general 
sympathetic strike which was inaugu- 
rated yesterday. As is usual in such 
cases the strike effects large shops far 
more than smaller ones. 


The following telegram was sent to 


President Cleveland this afternoon by 
the American Federation of Labor: 


" The gravity of the labor situation 


of the country demands extraordinary 
and exceptional action of a conciliatory 
character at the hands of all men, and 
recognizing this fact the executive 
board of the AnJ&rican Federation of 
Labor and the undersigned executive 
officers of the National and Interna- 
tional Trades Union and Brotherhood 
of Railway organizations of America 
are in conference in this city. 


"We ask you, in the name of the 


toe entire oJtiroa- j 


ship of our country, to lend your in- 
fluence and give "us your aid so that 
the present industrial crisis may be 
brought to an end, alike to the advan- 
tage of the people of our country and 


9 institutions under which we live. 


We, therefore, ask you to come to Chi- 
cago and meet this conference, or, if 
the state of public business does not 
warrant such a course, that you will 
deputize some one- as your representa- 
tive." 


It was rumored at tho stock yards 


this morning that the packing house 
employes would strike at 10 A. M. Con- 
sequently very little business was done. 
Receipts were 6,000 cattle, 8,000 hogs 
and 5,000 sheep. 


Three hundred expert catchers em- 


ployed by Armour-, Swift & Morris 
struck to-day.

tration provided for in the first section 
of this act shall possess all the powers 
and authority in respect to adminis-

I'HK JAIL, STRIKE A ^UCCESS. 


Bert GaJt'ovd and Diamond Joe Take 


French Leave. 


Last night about half past six o'clock 


some one at the rear of the Court- 
house rushed into the Sheriff's office 
and notified Under Sheriff Caughlin 
that some of the prisoners were getting 
away. He immediately took in the 
situation and gave the alarm. Upon 
going into the jail it was discovered 
that out of the seven prisoners con- 
fined, two had escaped, viz: Bert Oaf- 
ford, one of the' assailants"' of Seth 
Taylor, and Diamond Joe, who was 
serving a term for malicious mischief. 
It was found that the prisoners had 
worked a hole through the wall, at the 
side or brick 
jam of the window. 


This is covered with boiler iron, but it 
appears that a small square of about 
eighteen inches of the plate had, 
through some carelessness of the con- 
tractor, been 
left 
unriveted. This 


square could be slipped back and for- 
ward, exposing the brick. The prison- 
ers took advantage of this and in order 
to conceal their work would slip the 
plate back in place. They removed 
brick enough on the inside to make a 
iole 10x18 inches, which grew larger as 
;hey worked toward the outside of the 
wall. 


It is thought they had been at work 


several days, using the sliding piece of 
ron to cover up the hole us they pro- 
ceeded. The officers started in differ- 
ent directions immediately after the 
birds had flown, and dispatches were 
sent to neighboring towns describing 
he individuals. It is probable that 
;hey will be retaken iu a short time, 


prisoners had been served with 


supper, and the escape was made just 
prior to the locking up hour.

FREAKS OF NATURE. 


tome Curious Thing* That Amuse and A»- 


tonliili Men of Science. 


Nature'ri freaks of fancy afford a 


utrange study. People are constantly 
sending to tho National museum sup- 
posed fossil animals and other oddities 
•which are in reality mere accidental 
forms carved by water. A pebble in a 
stream gathers about itself grains of 
Band until on odd shaped lump is 
made. A favorite shape for such lumps 
ts that of a inrtlowith four legs, a head 
nn-4 tail, even tho lines of the shell bo- 
ing sometimes distinct Similar concre- 
tions of carbonate of iron and clay as- 
sume tho appearance of petrified pea- 
nuts. Break one, and yon will always 
find inside a hmall spiral winkle shell, 
which has served as tho nucleus. A 
queer countorffiit of this kind, forward- 
ed to Washington not long ago, was an 
alleged fossil foot of a child, with a lit- 
tlo stocking on, the latter showing signs 
of wear on tho ball of tho foot and on 
tho heel. It was only a concretion, as 
was likewise what appeared to be a pet- 
rilird ojhtor on tho shell. 


One eminent fccientist has been amus- 


ing himself of lata by making imitation 
spider webs out of quartz fibers. It is 
well known that copper wiro can be 
drawn to a fineness much loss than the 
thickness of a hair—in fact, to tho di- 
ameter ot' tho one-thousandth part of au 
inch. But glass may be spun finer than 
copper, whilo even *.ho finest spun glass 
is riot fio fine as silk fiber. Tho latter, 
however, is coar&o compared with the 
threads that can bo obtained by melting 
quartz under a blowpipe and pulling it 
out. 
.Such threads may bo reduced to a 


tlnmio's of oiio-milliouth of an inch. 
Dv..-\ u to Midi tenuity, they aro invisi- 
ble under ;u microscope of tho highest 
pov, or. Yet they aro stronger in propor- 
tion to their thickness than the best 
quality of bar steel. Enough thread like 
I hia could be nuido from a single cubio 
inch of quartz to go around tho world 
658 times. A grain of sand barely largo 
enough to bo visible to tho naked eye 
would yield 1,000 miles of thread. 


Obviouf-ly no practical use can be 


made of threads so extremely fine. 
Comparatively coarse ones were woven 
into cobwebs by the scientist aforesaid. 
They would not catch flics because they 
wore too slippery, having no gluten on 
them, like real cobwebs. This difficulty 
was got over by moistening a, btr;vw in 
castor oil and gently stroking tho threads 
with it; then tho webs captured flies 
fairly well. But a cobweb is incomplete 
without a spider, feo it occurred to the 
experimenter to attract an arachnid to 
his web by tho buzzing of a fly. It was 
difficult to make a fly buzz to order, but 
a satisfactory imitation was produced 
by permitting a tuning fork to vibrato 
against tho quartz fibers, ThTs"fetched 
tho spider right away. Tho scientist also 
amused himself with blowing bubbles 
of quartz, which looked exactly liko 
tho most 
beautiful 
sonp bubbles.—
